Held in Prospect

Rainfall statistics indicate that
Southern California may have
entered another periodical “dry”
cycle.

That ominous possibility is
seen by water authorities as
emerging from the fact that,
following two comparatively dry
years, 1947 was for a large part
of the area the “driest” year on
record, according to the Colora-
do River Association here,

The experts do not gaze into
a crystal ball. They rely on long
range rainfall records. These,
they say, show that Southern
California is subject to wet and
dry cycles. The eight years end-
ing in 1944 were so-called “wet”
years, with 1945 and 1946 taper-
ing off and 1947 setting new
dry records generally.

“Wet and dvy cycles can. be
divided into periods of from six
to 11 years each” said C. C
Elder, hydrographic engineer of
the Metropolitan Water District
of Southern California, “There
is evidence to indicate that
these irregular periods alternate
with something of the sequence
of night and day.”
